Washington, April 21.— The 
silence of President Coolidge has j 
killed the cash soldier bonus— ! 
even though a big m ajority of 
the senate favor it. 
Just a word from him could re- j 
vive it, but his closest friends gave 
assurance today th at he would not j 
speak that word. 
As a result, all veterans probably 
will get a tw enty year endowment 
insurance policy valued up to $500 
depending on the length of service. 
The bill embodying this plan will 
probably be passed by the senate late 
today or tomorrow. 
It will be w rit­ 
ten in almost the same form as that 
adopted by the house. 
If President Coolidge chooses to 
veto it as expected, bonus adherents 
say they will shoot it through over 
his objections before congress ad­ 
journs. 
Admittedly, they have the 
votes to do it. 
Democrats have tacitly decided to 
drop their cash option plan which 
would have 
enabled 
soldiers 
to 
choose between an insurance policy 
or cash. 
It is now before 
the 
sen­ 
ate, but it will not be passed unless 
unforeseen developments occur. 
The continued silence of the chief 
executive in face of 
insistent 
pleas 
from democrats during the last three 
days has convinced them that Mr. 
Coolidge would veto the cash option 
bill even if it passed. 
There are not 
enough proponents of the cash plan 
to control a 
two-thirds 
majority 
which is necessary to pass it over his 
veto. 
R ather than take it up— upon 
advice of American Legion officials— 
it was privately agreed to vote for the 
bill which can be made a law'.

H I S H AND ITS PLAIT. IN HOME AND CORBI MTY 


THROUGHOUT the length and breadth of our land it has become 
the fashionable thing to set aside some one week of tho year and 
designate it as flower week or flour week or some other week. 
Great emphasis is always brough: to bear upon the subject in 
hand throughout tile seven-da? period. The object of course is to 
cause more people to reflect upon and appreciate the import of the 
all im portant subject which at such a time is being so widely ad ­ 
vertised. 
This concentration Trpon some particular phase of that which 
makes far our betterment (and indirectly our happiness) had its 
origin in the life of a small section of our country called a com­ 
munity. O ther communities watched for the result. 
Seeing that 
ii was good, they decided that what was good for their neighbors 
was none too good for them. 
Consequently they, too, made prac­ 
tical the suggestion offered them by their sister community. 
And 
so the idea spread to include our entire country. 
The subject which this article is calling attention to is “ Music 
and Its Place in Both Our Home and Community Life.’' 
So im­ 
portant and of such influence is music that we as a nation have 
dedicated one week of the year to what is known as "National 
Music Week." Since the communities are but children to the p ar­ 
ent nation the parent has assumed her obligation in regard to 
music anti is trying to teach her children its infinite value. 
Twenty-five or JIO years ago a professional musician was 
looked upon iii most parts of America outside of the metropolitan 
Ct m ig as a wily winged monster preying upon the morals of our 
country. 
There was no active place for them in refined society. 
Today a social function is not complete without some musical a t­ 
traction, and musicians are welcomed into communities with open 
arms. More than welcomed, they are invited. Why such a radical 
change? 
The answer is found in the fact that nearly everyone has 
born within him a sense of harmony.'which can bi' satisfied only 
by strains of .music. 
Through our public school music we have 
done much toward verifying the above. 
In our own city can be 
found several worthwhile musical organizations. 
Among them is 
the Brainerd Musical club, the Boys band, glee clubs, quartets, or­ 
chestras, church choirs and the recently organised B raiherd 
Choral society, The fact that these exist is conclusive proof that 
the life of our community demands the appearance of music upon 
its bill of fare. The body wants bread, but the soul w ants music. 
Music is of two kinds, good and bad. 
Bad music w ill wrest 
the soul from its Creator and laughing^ hurl it into black obli­ 
vion, while good music would waft the same soul upward to the 
very pinnacle of heaven. 
I know this sounds poetical, lait may I 
urge you to think it over seriously and with an open mind? 
if 
you do, a world of beauty wfill unfold itself to you. 
Music knows no language. 
From east to west and north to 
south the world over, music is just music to one and all alike. 
Rich and poor, learned and unlearned can all feel and appreciate 
the beauty of music. 
All are attracted by it in a similar manner. 
Since music is the one abstract quality which appeals to ail 
throughout the length and breadth of flu* land, why not employ 
it toward cementing the indivdiual and selfish interests of the 
different members of our homes, first; communities, second; and 
the nations of the world, third and last, into one great body of 
people having for its motto, "Justice for All?" 
How often have 
you stood by and thrilled while some band played the strains of a 
stirring martial air as the soldiers went tram p, tramp, tram ping 
down the street with light step and body erect? 
Oh, the power 
of music! Why did the French restrain their people from singing 
their national hymn, the Marseillaise? 
Because of its dynamic 
power. 
It was creating nation hatred. 
Over against the above, 
why did the band play "N earer My God to Thee" as the Titanic 
settled into its watery grave? To bring resignm ent out of intense 
perturbation. 
Can’t yow see the infinite power of music? 
Pardon me for getting personal, then let me ask the following 
question: Ate \ oil an active or a passive musician? 
I mean by 
that, do you take an active part in the production of music, or 
do you merely sit by and listen, in other words receive of that 
which is produced by others? 
Most of us love to do both. 
Many 
of us are only receivers. 
It would be better if we all could do 
both. 
In a few cases that is impossible. 
Occasionally we find one 
who isn’t even a good receiver. 
That one gets little joy out of 
life. 
Ile is usually a pessimist. 
Now for a suggestion, 
lf you 
enjoy the active side of music join some of our musical o rg an za 
tions. In that manner you will both give and receive. That means 
doubling your musical joy. 
Some of the organizations have al­ 
ready been mentioned in a previous paragraph. 
Not more than 
two or three oiler an active opportunity to large numbers. 
A 
large city band and a large choral society would offer greater op­ 
portunity to those who play and sing than other organizations, 
except large and well directed church choirs. 
Of these two 
choral society made up of the various church choirs of the city 
as well as all other singers could-be moulded into the community's 
most powerful asset. 
Just think of what it would mean to 
community to put on a May or June music festival with hundreds 
of voices and a big city band participating! 
It is the one event 
of the year which would bring people from miles and miles arounc 
to become recipients of our musical activity, 
lf you can’t now 
play some musical instrument or sing, you would do well to learn 
Don’t depend entirely upon canned music to brighten up your 
home. Fill your soul with home-made melody#

MISIC AM) ITS PLACK IN HONK AND COMMUNITY 


T h r o u g h o u t the length and breadth of our land it has become 
the fashionable thing to set aside some one week of the year and 
designate it as flower week or flour week or some other week. 
Great emphasis is always brought to bear upon the subject in 
hand throughout the seven-day period. The object of course is to 
cause more people to reflect upon and appreciate the import of the 
all important subject which at such a time is being so widely ad­ 
vertised. 
This concentration fipon some particular phase of that which 
makes for our betterment (and indirectly our happiness) had its 
origin in the life of a small section of our country called a com 
Biunity. Other communities watched for the result. Seeing that 
it was good, they decided that what was good for their neighbors 
was none too good for them. Consequently they, too, made prac­ 
tical the suggestion offered them by their sister community. And 
so the idea spread to include our entire country. 
The subject which this article is calling attention to is “Music 
and Its Place in Both Our Home and Community Life/’ 
So im­ 
portant and of such influence is music that we as a nation have 
dedicated one week of the year to what is known as “National 
Music Week.” Since the communities are but children to the par­ 
ent nation tile parent has assumed her obligation in regard to 
music and is trying to teach her children its infinite value. 
Twenty-five or .‘IO years ago a professional musician was 
looked upon in most parts of America outside of the metropolitan 
areas as a wily winged monster preying upon the morals of our 
country. 
There was no active place for them in refined society. 
Today a social function is not complete without, some musical at­ 
traction, and musicians are welcomed into communities with open 
arms. More than welcomed, they are invited. Why such a'radical 
change? 
The answer is found in the fact,that nearly everyone has 
born within him a sense of harmony/which can be satisfied only 
by strains of music. 
Through our public school music we have 
done much toward verifying the above. 
In our own city can be 
found several worthwhile musical organizations. Among them is 
the Brainerd Musical club, the Boys band, glee clubs, quartets, or­ 
chestras, church choirs and I he recently organized Brainard 
Choral society. The fact that these exist is conclusive proof that 
the life of our community demands the appearance of music upon 
its bill of fare. The body wants bread, but the soul wants music. 
Music is of two kinds, good and bad. 
Bad music will wrest 
the soul from its Creator and laughingly hurl it into black obli­ 
vion, while good music would waft the same soul upward to the 
very pinnacle of heaven. J know this sounds poetical, but may I 
urge you to think it over seriously and with an open mind? 
If 
you do, a world of beauty will unfold itself to you. 
Music knows no language. 
From east to west and north to 
south the world over, music is just music to one and all alike. 
Rich and poor, learned and unlearned can all feel and appreciate 
the beauty of music. All are attracted by it in a similar manner. 
Since music is the one abstract quality which appeals to all 
throughout the length and breadth of the' land, why not employ 
it toward cementing the indivdiual and selfish interests of the 
different members of our homes, first ; communities, second; and 
the nations of the world, third and last, into one great body of 
people having for its motto, “Justice for All?” How often have 
you stood by and thrilled while some band played the strains of a 
stirring martial air as the soldiers went tramp, tramp, tramping 
down the street with light step and body erect? Oh, the power 
of music! Why did the f rench restrain their people from singing 
their national hymn, the Marseillaise? 
Because of its dynamic 
power. 
It was creating nation hatred. Over against the above, 
why did the band play “Nearer My God to Thee” as the Titanic 
settled into its watery grave? To bring resignment out of intense 
perturbation. Can’t you see the infinite power of music? 
Pardon me for getting personal, then let me ask the following 
question: Are you an active or a passive musician? 
I mean by 
that, do you take an active part in the production of music, or 
do you merely sit by and listen, in other words receive of that 
which is produced by others? Most of us love to do both. Many 
of us are only receivers. 
It would be better if we all could do 
both. In a few cases that is impossible. Occasionally we find one 
who isn’t even a good receiver. 
That one gets little joy out of 
life. 
He is usually a pessimist. Now for a suggestion. 
If you 
enjoy the active side of music join some of our musical organiza­ 
tions. In that manner you will both give and receive. That means 
doubling your musical joy. 
Some of the organizations have al­ 
ready been mentioned in a previous paragraph. 
Not more than 
two or three offer an active opportunity to large numbers. 
A 
large city band and a large choral society would offer greater op­ 
portunity to those who play and sing than other organizations, 
except large and well directed church choirs. 
Of these two a 
choral society made up of the various church choirs of the city 
as well as all other singers could.be moulded into the community’s 
most powerful asset. 
Just think of what it would mean to a 
community to put on a May or June music festival with hundreds 
of voices and a big city band participating! 
It is the one event 
of the year which would bring people from miles and miles around 
to become recipients of our musical activity. 
If you can’t now 
play some musical instrument or sing, you would do veil to learn. 
Don’t depend entirely upon canned music to brighten up your 
home. Fill your soul with home-made melodv.

It Is not Dempsey’s fault, of course, unless there la truth in the oft re­ 
peated assertion that the champion has deliberately sidestepped Harry Wills, 
Dempsey claims that he will fight any opponent th** promoters offer him and, 
if he Is speaking truthfully, the promoters must In* blamed tor any discrim­ 
ination that is being shown against Americans. 
Tex Rickard, who hustled Luis Flrpo Into a fortune of ii half million dol 
lars, who matched r»rp**ntler with Dempsey and wilt* haw brought Et mini** 
Spalla and Quintin Romero Into tile select group of dough lighters, claims 
that it is the fault of the public. 
Rickard points out that there has to lie a circus touch to any fight card 
that requires a million-dollar gat** lo get over. 
Foreign lighters furnish the 
circus color. 
Against any number of American contenders, no promoter could draw 
enough to pay Dempsev his porno for defemlini th** till**, Iii* bard son lent la. 
He claims that Gibbons would hoi draw as much ,i 
Flrpo would in a return 
bout with the champion, although Fir po didn't go two rounds with Dampsey 
and Bibbons lasted IG under * ondillons that wen «!*•* i*|c<lly advantageous to 
Dempsey. 
Flrpo, however, knocked Dump ev down twin# aud out *.f tin* ring once 
and Dempsey was never In Merlon 
danger when he was fighting Gibbons.

FOREIGN BOXERS GET DOUGH, SAYS FARRELL 


B y H e n r y L. F a r r ell 
United Press Sports Editor 
New York, April 21. 
Managers of American boxers are complaining 
against the importation of so many foreign boxers arui the preference that is 
being given to them for the big money bouts. 
From their point of view, it. is true that American boxers are entitled at 
least to an even break with imported foreigners who are given the "big shots," 
without being forced to go through tile haiti school of development that is 
exacted of American fighters. 
Eddie Kane, manager of Tom bibbons, points out that since Jack Demp­ 
sey has been heavyweight champion, promoters have given American boxers 
only $40,000 for services against the champion and that a half-million dollars 
has been pail to two foreign fig h te r s , both of whom had no just right to a bout 
for the title. 
It is not Dempsey’s fault, of course, unless there is truth in the oft re­ 
peated assertion that the champion has deliberately sidestepped Harry Wills. 
Dempsey claims that he will fight any opponent the promoters offer bim and, 
if he is speaking truthfully, the* promoters must be blamed for any discrim­ 
ination that is being shown against Americans. 
Tex Rickard, who hustled Luis Elrpo info a fortune of a half million doh 
lars, who matched Carpentier with Dempsey find who has brought Erminfo 
Spalla .md Quintin Romero into the select group of dough fighters, claims 
that it is the fault of the public. 
Rickard points out that there has to lie1 a circus touch to any fight card 
that, requires a million-dollar g a t e to get over. 
Foreign fighters furnish the 
circus color. 
Against, any number of American contenders, no promoter could draw 
enough to pay Dempsey his purse for defending tim title, Rickard sont.ends. 
Pie claims that Gibbons would not draw as much a 
Flrpo would in a return 
bout with the champion, although Firpo didn't go two rounds with Dempsey 
and Gibbons lasted 15 under conditions that were d e c i d e d l y advantageous to 
Dempsey. 
Firpo, however, knocked Dempsey down twice and out of the ring once* 
and Dempsey was never in serious danger when lie was fighting Gibbons. 
The promoters’ side of ll is presented in Rickard's argument that a re­ 
turn bout between Dempsey and Firpo would be a sellout, with no more u.d- 
vertising than an announcement when and where they were to meet, urn! that 
a long and loud ballyhoo would he necessary to get over a light between 
Dempsey and sonic* other opponent. 
The proposed Dempsey-Wrills boul is generally regarded as a “natural,” 
one that could be put over profitably with very little exploitation and steam­ 
ing up, but even in that case* Wills would have to be* built up a little to o v e r ­ 
come the feeling that he is not as good as lie used to bo, or that lie Is any 
good at all. 
If Dempsey, as Rickard points out, would light for any reasonable sum, 
he could promote a number of heavyweight championship bouts and give all 
the American contenders a chance, hut he linda that the* contenders do not 
want to meet Dempsey unless they get a purse that is all out of proportion. 
Dempsey has to lie shown the possibilities (bf at least $500,000 before lie 
will consider any kind of an offer and it is possible that lie* will he wanting 
a million dollars before he loses or gives up the title. 


RICHARDS AT LAST COMISH TO IHS OWN 
Vinnie Richards, the 20-year-old former Fordhf in tennis star, has de­ 
veloped his game to a degree where it seems that he is a most serious con­ 
tender for the national championship. 
In winning the national indoor championship for the third time recently, 
young Richards displayed such brilliance in defeating Frank Hunter in Un­ 
filial round that it appeared that the youngster had finally arrived at the 
point that his game had always promised. 
Hunter is one of the very best players in tile United States and is one of 
the most improved players in the last year. 
liq went through to the filial 
round in the British championships at Wimbledon last year and war, de­ 
feated by Billy Johnston, Hic- California star, who won the title. 
Richards is sailing early iii May to got ready for the British champion 
shij) tournament and it is almost certain that tic- will win the title, bennis 
he is to be the only American entry of established ability and there is no 
player in Europe who can compare with the boy on the- form that lie lins been 
showing. 
Manuel Alonso, the Spanish star and many of the other high ranking 
European players, probably will pass up the Wimbledon tournament in or­ 
der to prepare themselves for the Olympic matches and the preliminary con­ 
tests of the Davis Cup tournament. 
The Olympic matches are taken much 
more seriously iii Europe than they are in this country. 
Richards showed great promise when he was a mere boy, and lie devel­ 
oped rapidly until two years ago, when his game stopped, 
He seemed to be 
able to get no better and was just a step away from championship class. 
It 
was thought then that Ids chances for the championship rested in a matter id' 
time until Tilden and Johnston had passed out of the picture by natural 
causes. 
The way Richards is playing now he is ready to go out after the 
title on the merits of his own game. 
The youngster didn’t train very seriously during the past two years and 
he didn’t take his tennis too much in earnest. 
Iii- seemed to have been satis­ 
fied with a place on the Davis Cup team aud the ranking as the third best 
player iii the country. 
He is getting more settled now aud he is playing the game like it really 
means something to him.
